There is never any slush in Nevada 


for more than a day or two at a 


time. The peculiar sandy nature 
of our soil, coupled with our ex- 
cellent drainage, renders our streets 
and roads always passable for both 
man and beast. In two days after 
a storm has passed, or the snow bas 
melted, a lady may freely cross and 
recross the streets of any of our 
Nevada towns without the slightest 
injury to immaculate skirts. Pe- 
destrians everywhere in Nevada, 
like the Israelites crossing the Red 
sea ef Biblical record, go dry shod. 
‘The same cannot be said ef any 
other part of the United States. 
The mud in the east is simply 
* g@bominable, and the worst of it is, 
it never seems to dry up.“ It is 
of that nasty, sticky, consistency 
that renders locomotion impossible 
and life a burden. There is no 
“shaking it.“ When you take a 
fence picket and scrape it from one 
foot you suck up forty pounds with 
the other at the first step. We all 
remember the adhesive red clay of 
the old States. It gets worse as the 
soil gets poorer. The valley towns 
of California are no better. They 
are seas of slush and slumgullion 
during all the rainy searon, which 
comprises from four to five months 
of each year. To cross a street in 
Los Angeles, or Stockton or Sacra- 
mento at this time of year, one 
should be provided with a life pre- 
server.

Eureka “sentinel” Has 

“38 to Say on the Subject. 
Mr. R. L. Fulton contributes a 

timely article to the Territorial 


| Enterprise on the subject of mixed 


bloud in Nevada. While Mr. Ful- 
ton wades jnto deep water, the 
article is a credit to both his bead 
and his heart. He declares that 
more than half of the Indian chil- 
dren in Western Nevada are half- 
breeds and predicts that when they 
are grown to manhood and woman- 
hood they are destined to forma 
vicious and dangerous element in 
our society. He argues that these 
half-breeds will inherit all that is 
bad in both sides —the degraded In- 
dian mother and the still lower 
white father. Mr. Fulton is prob- 
ably not far out of the way in his 
deductions. But what are we go- 
ing to do about it? He thinks that 


education may improve the situa- 
tion and contends that inasmuch as 
State and county governments have 
nothing to do with the Indian we 
must look to Washington for relief. 
In assuming this view Mr. Fulton 
takes the position that the race 
problem is a political rather than a 
moral question to be treated by 
litical rather than moral forces. 
n this he is wrong, as have been 
many illustrious men before him. 
The question is as old as the world 
and as deep as the earth. It is 
simply the doctrine ef cause and 
effect. A natural cause cannot be 
eliminated by artificial means; it 
may be temporarily stayed, not 
wholly eradicated. The primary 
cause in any evil afflicting action is 
the point to be assailed. The way 
to stop the propagation of half- 
breeds in Western Nevada is to raise 
the stand erd of morality on both 
sides of the issue. This is the work 
of preachers aud teachers and does 
not belung to politicians or law- 
makers. In Eastern Nevada there 
is no field for such missionary work. 
There is not one half-breed out this 
way in a thousand Indians, 
Whether or not there is more vir- 
tue in the races in this section of 
the State we shall not attempt to 
say, but it is nevertheless true that 
there is but little mixing of the 
blood. Or why not assail the evil 
by the other route; by encouraging 
a still greater mixture, by raising 
the half-breed to a quarter-breed 
and so on until they are completely 
bleached out. This may be easily 
done on the theory that the greater 
absorbs the less. There is more 
white than Indian blood in Western 
Nevada, and besides the Caucasian 
blood is supposed to be able tostand 
any strain that may be placed upon 
it, and at the same time walk off 
with it in good shape. The diffu- 
sion or thickening which it is to 
undergo in the years to come may 
test it severely for a time, but phil- 
osophers predict that it will come 
up smiling in tbe end. As none of 
us will be there to see, we may dis- 
miss the subject without bothering 
our beads much about it; but all 
the same there will be no distinctive 
races, or race prejudices in America 
a century or so hence. The little 
Indiau blood thut may be injected 
in Western Nevada will not have 
an appreciable effect on the gen- 
eral conglomeration. But stop the 
business if you can, Brother Fulton, 
by either the moral or political pro- 
cess. It isa big job on either line, 
for the animal“ is abroad iu the 
land and getting more abroad every 
day.

A RAILWAY HORRO 
Defective Air-brakes Cause a Fear-. 
fal Wreck on the Centrat | 


Pacifie. 
Ofthethany accidents whi.:h have 


occurred on the line of the Southern 
Pacific railroad during the past six 
months, none have equaled in hor- 
ror and destruction that of yester- 
day when four, and some reports 
say five, employes were summoned 
hence the grim messenger. 
Owing to the blockade which has 
been capsed by the wreck, but 
meager accouuts of the accident 
have reached this place, and what 
little information the railroad men 
hereabouts have concerning it is 
religiously guarded and kept secret.

to warrant the opening statement 
of this account, and the following 


is, in. the main, correct: The east- 
bound freight had just pulled a 
short distance beyond Tamarack, a 
station west of Cisco, and had come 
to a full stop to await the coming 
of the west-bound freight, due at 
that point at lo’clock. The latter 
train was en time, and came tear- 
ing down the steep grade at light- 
ning speed, and although the fire- 
men and engineers were aware that 
they were on their voyage to the 
tomb, they remaiued at their posts, 
wildly ringing the bells and send- 
ing out a continual note of warning 
from the steam whistles to the 
train which they knew was on thé 
same track just around the turn. 
All unconscious of the cause of the 
notes of alarm, the crew of the east- 
bound train waited for the incom- 
ing train, which soon darted around 
the curve and rushed with the 
velocity of a cannon-ball into 
the former. Engines were piled 
up ani freight cars twisted 
like pine trees in a clone. 
The wreck lurched to one side, 
tearing down, it is estimated, from 
fifty to, .seixty feet of snow- 
sheds, the roofs of which came 
down with a crash on the wrecked 
trains, the sides falling down the 
slope of the mountains, only to find 
a resting-place in the valley of the 
Yuba. 

The scene is described as an ap- 
palling ove, the grinding of timbers, 
the escaping steam from the disa- 
bled engines and the agonized 
groans of tbe wounded intermin- 
gling made the stoutest heart quail. 
Section hands and those of the 


‘|! crews who were not wounded im- 


mediately began the work of res- 
cue, assistance was telegraphed for 
to Sacramento, and the work of 
clearing away the wreck begun, 
which lasted up to noon to-day, 
when the news came that the track 
was again clear. a 
From a railroad man in Reno, 
who, in an unguarded moment, al- 
lowed his feelings to overbalance 
his judgment, it is learned that 
a defective air-brake was the cause 
of the catastrophe. . When an at- 
tempt was made to slacken speed 
on the down grade, the engineers 
learned for the first time tliat the 
air-brakes refused to work, and 
every hand-brake was immediately 
set. Butthe grade was too much 
for their power, and tbe greater 
the distance traveled the greater 
the velocity of the train, and when 
the collision oceurred it is estimated 
that a speed of twenty-five or thirty 
miles an hour bad been attained. 
Au authentic list of the dead and 
wounded could not be obtained 
here, and the following dispatch is 
the only statement of the accident 
which has yet been published. 
Since its receipt, however, it is 
learned that four of the crews were 
killed and the same number seri- 
ously wouuded: 
SACRAMENTO, March 19.—This after- 
noon a collision occurred between 
two freight ttains between Cisco and 
Tamarack. There were two engines 
attached to ich train, and all four 
engines were vadly wrecked. A num- 
ber of cars were smashed to atoms, 
and the snowsheds were shattered. 
Jehn Tickan_was instantly killed; B. 
F. Wooley, the engineer on the rear 
eugine, was severely scalded and 
otherwise injured; Engineer Trincano 
was badly cut about the head; brake- 
man McMasters and Cosgrove and
